TRAGEDY SAID TO HAVE BEEN A 
SEQUEL TO DISCUSSING KEN- 
TUCKY POLITICS. 


| The Prisoner One of the Best Known 
| Men in the County, and Was 
Well Supplied With Money 
When Arrested. 


Harry Andrae, one of the most widely 
known young men in St. Louls County, Is 
in jail at Clayton, where he is held to 
answer the charge of murder. 


Hie {s no ordinary prinsoner. He has 


wealth, highly respected relatives and Iinflu- 
ential friends County officials say that 
he the swellest prisoner ever confined 
in the Clayton Jail. 

Andrae is charged with having fatally 
shot Fred Godt at St. Paul, St. Louis Coun- 
ty, Tuesday afternoon. Iie protests that 
he is innocent of murder, but refuses to 
mike a detailed statement as to the diffi- 
eulty which led to the shoo:ing. 

The news that there had been a shooting 
at St. Paul renched the wounty seat at 7 
o'clock Tuesday night. The Sheriff started 
for St. Paul, bu: found the roads In such 
bad condition that he returned to ag best 
intending to make a fresh start Wednes- 
day. 

Andrae was brought to Clayton by Con- 
stable Couch of St. Paul Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

Hie was well acquainted with the county 
ofticlals and greeted them familiarly. The 
wisoner Was unusually well dressed and 
iad a small fortune on his person. When 
he was searched, prior to being taken to his 
cell, it was found that he had !n his cloth- 
ing $1500 in bank notes and a bankbook 
whieh showed that he had $700 deposited In 
St. Louts. 

Kred Godt, 
With shooting. was brought 
Hospital in St. Louis Tuesday night and 
died there early Wednesday morning. He 
made an ante-mortem statement, in which 
he accused Andrae of inflicting the wound 
Which caused his death.

YOUNGEST CHILD A YEAR OLD. 


Came Here From a Country Town to 
Improve Their Fortunes, but 
Have Had no Luck. 


Mre. Isibel Fmerich and her six children 
are face to face with starvaticn. They 
came to St. Louls two weeks ago, hoping 
to better their condition, but they have 
already learned from bitter experience that 
poverty, in a great city, ig a creary lot. 

They are living in two small rooms in the 
rear of 1723 South Ninth street... For days 
they have lived on the bounty of families 
almost as poor as themselves. Everything 
of value that they had has been sacrificed 
for food, and they are now without re- 
scurces, save as mav be furnished by the 
nhysical exertions of the mother and her 
i osnanetd daughter, who, so far, have 
sovebt in vain for employment. 

The youngest of the children is 1 year old, 
and the eldest is the daughter, who, like 
Rer mecther, is searching for some nd- 
hearted person to give her employment 
The seven unfortunates, have almost no 
clothing, few household necessities and no 
foo 
When a representative of the Post-Dis- 
patch cailed at the house Wednesday 
morning he was met by @ bright little girl 
whose tattered clothing was a_ pitiably 
poor protection from the chill winter alr. 
l’'ven in her poverty the child was brave. 
She was caring for her smaller brothers 
and sisters with a mother’s solicitude. 

“\VIamma has been out since early this 
morning,” ste said. “She Its looking for 
work. My big sister is out, too She 
went to answer an advertisement in the 
Post-Pispatch. I told mamma I was big 
enough to work, but she said I had better 
stay at home and take care of the chil- 
dren. 

“We came to St. Louls from Pittsfield, 
Mo.. expecting to find friends here who 
could help. Mamma found Mrs. Smith who 
Broadway. She helped 
us some, but she has a lot of children of 
her own and she could not do much for 
us. Papa is a cripple and unable to work. 
He did not have money enough to pay his 
fare to St. Louls and he is still in Pitts- 
field with my 13-year-old brother. ihis 
morning we didn’t have anything for Dreak- 
fast but some bread, but 1 suppose mamma 
will get some work pretty soon and we 
may have some coffee and bacon then.
